Now Only AMemory 


As the closing of the 1939 fish-, 
ing season brings té four years! 
the period in which no authentic 
report has been made of a catch 
of Michigan grayling, the writing 
of the epitaph of this almost 
legendary fish of early Michigan 
reed be postponed no longer. 

Last known catch of this “trout. 
of the pines’” was made in Otter 
river, near Houghton, though the. 
grayling was properly the trout 
of lower Michigan as the brook: 
trout was the trout of the upper, 
peninsula. A gamey fish thougt 
it had a delicate mouth, graceful j 
in motion, beautiful in its mark-: 


ings and, when alive, in its; 
iridescent coloring, particularly | 
of the long wavy dorsal fin, the 


fish achieved a fame that brought 
anglers from far and wide to 
Michigan. | 

When lumbering began, there 
are records 
taken from the streams at dams 
by the wagon load. They disap- 
peared with the timber. By 1880 
they were gone from the Jordan 
and Boyne rivers. By the turn 
of the century their decline was 
well under way. Now they have 
a place with the passenger pigeon. 

What caused extinction of the 
grayling is still something of a 
mystery.

The method of determining the 
alkalinity or acidity of a food is 
quite complicated and involves 
burning the food to an ash and 
then titrating the ash product to 
learn how much acid or alkali 
it will neutralize. The figures 
arrived at are of value to dieti- 
tians in prescribing an acid or 
alkaline dict for certain specific

The 
chemicals in the blood are almost 

austable in changing ma- 
terial to a neutral state and ex- 
creting it through the kidneys. It 
is almost impossible to produce 
excessive alkalinity or excessive 
acidity in a normal person. This 
has been tried numerous times 
on animals and the reaction of 
the blood can be changed only 
within very narrow limits. Our 
worries about acidosis and alkal-' 
osis oftentimes are stretched too 
far. If we take a well rounded 
diet, we need not consider this 
factor because the body defenses 
have been arranged to meet any 
emergency which may arise.
